Brussels, Dec. 
17.—King Leopold 
died at 2:35 o’clock this morning, his 
aged and wasted body being unable to 
stand the strain put upon it. 
The 
collapse occurred suddenly and at a 
moment when the doctors seemingly 
had the greatest hopes for his recov­ 
ery. 
Throughout Thursday bulletins is­ 
sued from the sick room indicated 
progressive improvement. 
The bul 
latin posted at 6:30 p. rn. gave the 
king's temperature, pulse and respira­ 
tion as practically normal. Apparent­ 
ly the drainage of the wound was per­ 
fect, as no fever was present, and dur­ 
ing the day the king had been able to 
take nourishment. 
The public at large was satisfied 
th at the king was on the road to re­ 
covery, but within the pavilion where 
the king lay there was a feeling of 
anxiety, chiefly because of Leopold's 
great age. 
Towards 2 o’clock alarm­ 
ing symptoms appeared. Suddenly the 
king turned and called to Dr. Thir- 
lar: 
“J ’etouffe, docteur, j’etouffe,” (I am 
suffocating). 
Dr. Depage was sum­ 
moned and the twTo physicians did 
everything possible to prolong life, 
but without avail. 
The end 
came 
quickly and after a period of weak­ 
ness peacefully. 
Prince Albert arrived at the death­ 
bed about twenty-five minutes later, 
accompanied by Princess Clementine. 
Albert kissed the dead king and left 
the chamber weeping. 
“To think that only yesterday we 
were still full of confidence and now 
the king is dead.” 
It appears that the doctors were 
totally unprepared for a fatal termina­ 


tion. 'IP w as Ii nuh,~aeflng as a norse, 
who first noticed the heavy breath­ 
ing of the king. She called Dr. Thir- 
lar. 
Born at Brussels In 1837. 
Leopold II., king of the Belgians, 
son of the late King Leopold I., upon 
whose death* Dec. IO, 1865, he suc­ 
ceeded to the throne, was born ac 
Brussels April 9, 1837. 
His father 
was the former Prince of Saxe-Coburg 
Gotha and his mother Princess Louise, 
daughter of King Louis Philippe of 
France. On Aug. 22, 1853, he married 
the 
Archduchess 
Marie 
Henrietta, 
daughter of Archduke Joseph of Aus­ 
tria. 
She died Sept. 19, 1902. 
Three 
daughters were born of this union— 
Louise, 
Stephanie 
and 
Clementine. 
The two elder princesses have been 
estranged from their father, but Clem­ 
entine remained in his affections. 
There being no direct hereditary 
heir the crown passes to Prince Al­ 
bert,

AMENDMENTS TO TNE 


IMMIGRATION LAWS 


Prepared bi Department of Com­ 
merce and Labor. 


BANE’S 


Washington, Dec. 17.—An important 
feature of the measure prepared at 
the department of commerce and labor 
for the amendment of the immigration 
laws is that giving the government 
power to prosecute at any time, until 
they are actually naturalized, aliens 
who may be charged with having come 
irregularly into this country. This re­ 
moves the bar of three years within 
which deportation may be made as 
now applied in some cases. 
The measure also will make it a 
misdemeanor for a deported alien to 
return here. 
Unlike the Dillingham bill, which 
applies only to the “white slave traf­ 
fic,” its object is to cover the cases of 
all classes of criminals in such a man­ 
ner that escape through judicial len­ 
iency or inadequate language of the 
law itself will be impossible.

St. Paul, Dec. 17.—Governor A. O. 
Eberhart will now devote his time to 
getting Into accurate and exact touch 
with the strike situation In Minnesota 
and to this end will take up the mat­ 
ter with the state railroad and ware­ 
house commission and with the bu­ 
reau of labor. The governor will also 
receive a report 
from the striking 
switchmen as to conditions in the 
Twin Cities, with special reference to 
the dispatch given freight at terminals 
and the percentage of freight being 
handled in local yards as compared 
with normal conditions. 
Upon the facts gleaned from these 
sources will largely rest the govern­ 
or’s decision as to his future course 
in attempting to bring the strike to 
an end. 
A delegation of switchmen, 
beaded by Robert J. Martin, chairman 
of the strike committee, called upon 
Governor Eberhart and was closeted 
with him for more than an hour. The 
governor said after the meeting that 
the time was devoted to discussing 
the local phases of the strike, but that 
the committee was not prepared to 
give exact figures and that he had re­ 
quested them to call with full infor­ 
mation as to the bulk of freight moved 
in the Twin Cities and conditions gen­ 
erally at present. 
The railroad and warehouse com­ 
mission has had two agents busy for 
several days checking m|T 1fWP,llUra! 
situation and the information in their 
hands will be turned over to the gov­ 
ernor. 


Switchmen Would Arbitrate. 
The committee of strikers which 
called upon the governor did not offer 
any 
suggestions 
for 
bringing 
the 
strike to an end. 
The governor was 
given to understand that the switch­ 
men stand ready at any time to effect 
a settlement under arbitration, so long 
as it is not under the terms of the 
Erdman act. 
The railroad interests 
have not communicated with the gov­ 
ernor since he volunteered to do any­ 
thing in his power, agreeable to both 
sides, in the way of mediation. 
It is expected that the committee if 
strikers, when they call upon the gov­ 
ernor again, will be empowered to lay 
fully before the chief executive t’ ? 
views of the union switchmen regard­ 
ing mediation and it is not unlikely 
that the visit will result In a direct 
offer being made to the railroads 
through the governor.

I says that the action of George B. 
Howley, president of the Minnesota 
Federation of Labor and general or 
ganizer of the American Federation 
of Labor, in calling out eight switch­ 
men employed on a subsidiary rail­ 
road owned by the Pittsburg Coal 
company at Superior, means the ty­ 
ing up of traffic at the Head of the 
Lakes. 
“That leaves only nine men on the 
Northern Pacific at Duluth,” said Mr.

The eight men are members of the 
Switchmen’s union, but they were not 
ordered out at first because the strike 
was not called on the subsidiary line 
of the coal company at Superior.

The Former Is Not Acceptable to 


the Washington Government Nor to 


the Majority of the Insurgents. 


Managua, Nicaragua, Dec. 17.—Jose 
Santos Zelaya has resigned from the 
presidency 
of 
Nicaragua. 
He 
has 
placed his resignation in the hands of 
congress. Apparently there was no 
other course for him to take. The 
people were at last aroused. The 
guns of the revolutionists threatened. 
The warships of the United States lay 
in Nicaraguan ports. 
Managua has been seething foi 
days. 
The spirit of revolt has spread 
even to the gates of the palace. Zela­ 
ya surrounded himself with an armed 
guard. 
Unchecked, the populace has 
marched through the streets, crying 
{or the end of the old, proclaiming the 
new regime. 
Who will take up the reins no one 
knows nor cares. 
It is sufficient that 
Zelaya as dictator will he known no 
more. 
There is no doubt that con­ 
gress will act quickly on his resigna­ 
tion, for the people have demanded it. 
Dr. Jose Madriz, judge of the Cen­ 
tral American court of justice at Car­ 
tage, who has been close to Zelaya 
and is now his choice for president, is 
on his way here. 
He will arrive on 
Saturday. 
Madriz has his following 
strong and influential, even among the 
revolutionists, but General Estrada, 
under whose command the great body 
of fighting insurgents now faces Vas- 
quez’ troops at Rama, will have none 
of him. 
Estrada’s word will bear 
weight in the choice of a president. 
Zelaya has known, too, that Madriz 
is not acceptable to the United States, 
and he has sought to learn who would 
be looked upon with favor by that 
government as his successor, but the 
American government, so far as can 
be learned, has named no man, and 
the choice probably will lie with those 
who have gained the upper hand. 


Sent Message to Congress. 
Accompanying his resignation, Ze 
laya sent the following message to 
congress.

Has Been Allowed 
The Christmas rush Is Just begin­ 
ning to be felt at the postoffice and 
the coming week will be the busiest 
of the year. 
In order to handle the 
increase in the business and insure 
the delivery of Christmas parcels and 
mail on time rdditional help has­ 
been allowed a".I during the coming 
week and until the congestion is 
cleared two extra carriers will be 
employed and one extra clerk. This 
is the time of the year when the car­ 
riers and clerks are entitled to all 
the sympathy they get from the pub­ 
lic as their work is strenuous and they 
are taxed to the utmost to get the 
wagon loads of Christmas packages, 
both incoming and outgoing, in ad­ 
dition to the regular mail collected* 
and delivered. 
To assist in the handling of the 
avalanches of holiday mail and to in­ 
sure its safe delivery the postoffice 
department has recommended a num­ 
ber of 
important 
things, 
which 
postal patrons should not do. 
The 
“don’ts” are as follows: 
Register all Valuable Presents 
Don’t send anything of great value, 
such as jewelry, without having it 
registered, so as to insure its safe de­ 
livery. 
The registry fee is only ten 
cents to any postoffice in the coun­ 
try. 
Don’t send any glass articles. They 
are not mailable. 
Don’t put any personal notes in 
the packages. 
This makes them sub­ 
ject to letter postage, which means 
delay, and often times subjects the 
sender to prosecution. 
Non-personal 
notes such as “ Merry Christmas,’’ 
“From John,’’ For the Baby,” and the 
like, are allowable. 
Don’t put 
adhesive 
stickers 
on 
packages that go to foreign coun­ 
tries other than stamps. 
They are 
not permissable in England, Ger­ 
many or France. 
Don’t put stickers over the edges 
of the wrappers of a package, for it 
makes the package one that must be 
sent under first class postage rates. 
These packages are often times held 
up for postage and those whom they 
are sent to don’t get them. 
Don’t make the mistake of sending 
a package by special delivery instead 
of registry. A special delivery stamp 
does not insure the safe delivery of a 
package, but its immediate delivery 
after it reaches its destination. 


Above All, Mail Early 
Don’t wait too long to mail your 
packages. 
Allow from four to six 
I days more than what it usually takes 
for mail to reach the place to which 
the packages are sent. 
Don’t wrap your packages in tissue 
paper and tie them with ribbon. 
If 
you do, i>ut a heavy outside wrapper 
around. 
Packages wrapped with tis­ 
sue paper will reach their destination 
in poor 
condition. 
Sometimes 
the 
light covering does not last until it 
gets out of the local postoffice. 
Don't use 
all 
kinds 
of 
heavy 
wrapping paper, 
it should be white 
or manilla, for these two kinds are 
preferred on account of it being 
easier to read the address. 
Don’t write tile address on a tag 
and tie file tag to the package. The 
tag will get torn off and the people 
to whom it was addressed will never 
get it. 
Don’t send a package unless you 
ii ave put your name and address on 
the outside, besides the name and ad­ 
dress of Hie one to whom it was sent.
